Christ Levang and Ole Kaldor, major- 
ity,of the state executive committee, 
in a fin»l statement,, made .in the 
Courier-News Sunday, declared that 
"we ffnd ourselves In the anomalous 
position of having sustained personal 
defeat -but of having the principles 
•which we maintained since the begin- 
ning of our incumbency sustained." 
Townley's victory came in overturn- 
ing Liederbach and his associates, 
electing a .new state committee con- 
sidered friendly to Townley and turn- 
ing control of the Courier-News into 
the committee's 
hands. 
Townley's 
resignation may not he accepted by 
the national executive committee, or 
he may go to (he league membership 
for a "vote of confidence." Announce- 
ment of Town ley'a intended resigna- 
tion caused much dismay among some 
leaguers, who, although 
they may 


disagree with him, hold that he is un- 
rivalled as an organizer and leader for 
the league in its fight. 


Gronna Ont In Cold 


The defeat of Asle J. Gronna for the 


nomination for United States Senator 
was not so much a victory for anyone 
as a defeat for Gronna. He wag urged 
by 'Liederbach and the "Courier-News 
crowd" hut opposition to him was vir- 
tually unanimous. Former Governor 
Frazier, nominated for -senator, was 
not at the convention. 
Gronna, in seeking league endorse- 
ment, was only following his actions 
'" of -two years ago. He was confident 


then of getting the league endorse- 
ment and asked the I. V. A. to let the 
senatorship alone in its Minot con- 
vention, according to reliable reports 
at that time. The I. V. A. leaders-did 
so. Gronna failed to get the league 
nomination. Then he became a bit- 
ter opponent of the league. This year 
he apparently started -to play the same 
game, as he had been regarded as the 
I. V. A. candidate.

amendment to the constitution of the 
forth Dakota Good Roads association 


commissioners of Grand Forks, 


Pembina, Walsh and Cavalier coun- 
ies, the association 
declares that 


'ederal aid and the proposed amend- 
ment constitute the most tangible so- 
ution of the principal highway prob- 
ems. 


"The federal aid acts are a part of 


he laws of the land," says the asso- 
ciation defense, made putblio today. 
'They constitute a fact or a condition. 
'opular opinion favors federal aid 
and state aid in road improvement. 
Consequently, if a state desires to 
avail itself 
of federal aid, it must 


comply with the requirements of the 
aV. Fa'ilrag to do so will result in 
money forfeited being used to build 
roads lA other—or perhaps in an ad- 
oining or rival state—Instead of in 
Vocth Dakota which is in urgent need 
of better roads. 


"The 
constitutional 
amendment 


proposed by the state Good Roads As- 
sociation is a necessity, otherwise the 
state r-annot comply with the present 
ederal aid road act or take full ad- 
vantage of it. And after November 9, 
1924—unless the constitution is SQ 
amended—the state will be unable to 
secure or profit by federal a/id there- 
after.

"The proposed initiative measures 


>rovide the necessary machinery to 
ake complete advantage of the fed- 
eral 
aid act, the i«onstittftfosal 


amendment serving to 'make these 
measures possible."

them but the state will have taken 
over the construction 
and 
mainte- 


nance of the most costly to build and 
maintain, highways in the state—not 
to exqped seven per -ent of the total 
mileage in the state. 
Counties and 


townships will consequently be re- 
lieved of this heavy burden and their 
entire road funds can be used for the 
improvement and care of county roads 
leading into- the state highways, and 
township roads connecting, up with 
both. 


"There has been and is no promise 


of proper highway improvement by 
the 
counties 
and 
township alone. 


State highway construction with fed- 
eral aid and state Maintenance is the 
most certain and tangible solution of 
our principal, highway problems." 


The association's answer declares 
that Walsh county, whose commis- 
sioners attacked federal aid, have 
since asked for the construction of a 
14-mile state and federal aid project 
between Park River and Grafton. 


Answering the charge ot extrava- 
gance of federal aid work, it is de- 
clared that federal aid fo* highway 
improvement is a proven experiment 
throughout the country. 
Regarding 


-criticism of engineering it declares 
that all federal requirements must ibe 
complied with in building a road, al- 
though the engneering is done by the 
state highway .commission. 
In the 


case of Grand Forks county, it de- 
clares, all engineering was done by 
that county, and that any criticism by 
commissioners of that county is self- 
criticism.

Frank Waggoner, 63 years old, a 


fighter from the times of General 
Custer on down, was a free man to- 
day. The state pardon board w$s the 
means erf his obtaining hia freedom 
and returning to his ranch. 
Waggoner was sentenced to prison 


if or a year on a charge of stealing 
about- 91 bushels of wheat. His son, 
Levi, who also was sentenced, re- 
ceived commutation of sentence to 
expire May 1. 


Waggoner's fighting record was pre- 
sented to the pardon board-by "Nelson 
A. Mason, his attorney. 
Waggoner 


came to Dakota with General Custer. 
He was in Col. Reno's command when 
duster's force -was Triped out and 
most of Reno's men. Waggoner and 
Judge Walter Sterling, ot Dickinson, 
are said to be the only survivors of 
Reno's command. Waggoner was in 
every Indian war for 15 years there- 
after. 
At the time of Sitting Bull's death, 


both Indians and white men declined 
to bury him. Waggoner, at the solici- 
tation of his wife, who was a half- 
breed, buried the famous Indian. The 
grizzled old Indian fighter waa in 
the Spanish-American 
War,

Hlgh-Produclng Dairy Animals Mako 


Best Market for Different 


Home-G'rown Feeds. 


Hundreds of millions of dollars' 


worth of feed is consumed annually by 
our dairy cows. The net income is | 
large or small, according to the w u y j 
that feed is used. When production is ' 
Increased through feeding and breed- 
ing, the Income tapldlj expands, yet a 
few real scrubs on uny dairy furm 
will deflate the net income. 


Farmers of the United States fur- 


nish feed and care fur 28,000,000 dairy 
cows. Because of lo\\-producing cows 
a large part of th.it feed is \\ahted. 
Weighing put expeusiu' feeds to a low- 
producing •cow is like shoveling costly 


a\ into th<* •flitrhnx undpr a leakv 


Like a Factory, the Dairy Cow Trani 


forms Raw Materials Into the Fin- 
ished Product—Milk. 


boiler; and the farmer who keeps such 
cows seldom has to pay any income 
tax. 


Like a factory, the dairy cow trans- 


forms raw materials—silage, hay, and 
concentrates—into the finished prod- 
uct, milk. In this w:iy she furnishes 
a market for the feeds. Whether that 
market will be good or bad depends 
In part upon the way the cow is fed, 
and in part upon the cow herself. 
There is no better way to market the 
feeds grown on the farm than to feed 
them to a herd of high producing dairy 
cows. The cow takes ecu n silage, grain, 
and hay and converts them into a pro- 
duct for which there is always a ready 
sale. 


It is much easier to send the milk or 


cream to the creamer} than to haul 
the hay to town. In the long run it is 
generally much more profitable, be- 
cause it keeps .the soil fertility at 
•home. 


In selling feeds to dairy cows the 


farmer has a wide choice of markets 
—bad, good, and very good. Few men 
discriminate closely enough between 
-these .markets. If a 'vlioat buyer offers 
1 or 2 cents a bush<' more than other 
buyers he gets the'Uheat; if a wool 
buyer offers half a <i'tit a pound more 
ije gets the wool. But if one cow re- 
turns $3 from a dollar's worth of feed 
and another only $2, It is scarcely no- 
ticed. There is a difference of a dol- 
lar in the income every time each of 
these two cows eats a dollar's worth of 
feed. 


According to estimates of the United 


States Department of Agriculture, the 
average dairy cow In the United States- 
produces annually about 4,000 pound* 
of milk and 100 iiminds of butter fat 
According to 40,<>i)0 yearly individual 
cow records recently tabulated by the 
department, the average cow testlnp 
association cow produces 5,980 pound* 
of milk and 246 pounds of butter fat 
a year. The world's records are 37,- 
381.4 pounds of milk and 1,205.09 
pounds of butter fnt In a year.. There 
is plenty of room for Improvement, It 
would seem, in the average production. 


The keeping of Individual cow rec- 


ords is easy. To test a half dozen 
samples of milk for butter fat re- 
quires-about imlf nn hour. Weighlnj; 
tie milk, estimating the weight of 
roughage, and weighing the concen- 
trates requires but little time. The 
testing of u composite sample of each 
cow's milk from t«o consecutive milk- 
ings once a month furnishes the figures 
from which the }i"rly production rec- 
ords can be computed. Any tnan com- 
petent to care for a dairy herd can 
easily learn to make the butter fat 
test and to keep feed aiid production 
records.

by the- University of Illinois, recently 
completed a record of 18,84? pounds 
of milk in one year, said to be the 
highest milk record of any living Jer- 
sey.Almost as remarkable as the -Urge 
amount of milk produced was the uni- 
formity of Sibyl's productionE Bays a 
university anouncemen. Her 
av- 
erage daily milk yield for the year- 
was 52 pounds, the largest day's yield 
was 62 pounds and the lowest 41, while 
at the end of the year she was still 
giving 44 to 45 pounds of milk, or 
more than 5 gallons daily. 
To manufacture this 
quantity of 


milk, Sibyl consumed an amount of 
feed sufficient to fill a small barn. 
This consisted of more than three 
tons of protein rich grain, one £on of 
field beets, 1.6 tons of choice alfalfa 
hay and 4.6 tons of corn silage. She 
was fed and milked four times-a day. 
To each feed of grain there was ad. 
ded A pinch of salt and one-half pint 
of molasses diluted sufficiently,, to 
moisten the grain mixture well. The 
grain mixture and 
drinking water 
were warmed in winter and Sibyl her- 
eelf was cooled by an electric fan in 
the summer. Sibyl remained in her 
roomy box stall most of the time, but 
on summer evenings was allowed to 
exercise in the yard, occasionally be- 
ing taken for a walk, where she grazed 
by the wayside.- Every day she re- 
ceived a careful grooming: 
Sibyl is the pet of the herd and the 
nride'of her carstaker/s heart. Per- 
nans owlne to the watchful care she 
received she did not ^xroerfenee a 
day's illness, and was not given a dose 
of medicine during her entire test.

While the instru- 
ment, the bronchoscope./as it is called, 
is little known to the lay public, phy- 
sicians said its use for the removal of 
foreign objects from the lungs and 
stomach is quite common and that 
clinics are held throughout the coun- 
try.The Ibronchoscope appears simple 
enough to the eye. Roughly, It is 
straight metal tube, more than one- 
quarter of an inch in diameter and 
about 15 1V2 inches long. A tiny wire 
runs down the tube and there teln elec- 
tric light at the bottom "which enables 
the surgeon to see into the^interior of 


the lungs, bronchus or stomach. The 
foreign otiject is first located by means 
oj X-rays, and then the tube inserted 
through the mouth into the lung or 
stomach. An especially designed pair 
of forceps is then inserted through the 
tube into the part affected and the ob- 
ject removed. The operation is often 
bloodless and requires but a few min- 
utes. It has been known for a patient 
to leave the hospital within a few min- 
utes after the operation, and when he 
bad entered his life was In jeopardy 
from the introduction of a foreign sub- 
stance into vital parts of his 'body.

achs of patients in this city are safety 
pins, common pins, hat pins, false 
toetli, tacks, sewing needles, staples, 
hypodermic needles, coins and watch 
charms.

Sister Mary Suggests Some 


Nourishing Uses 


(Sister Mary's Kitchen.) 


With fresh cocoanut again In market 


it behoves the housekeeper to find use 
for it in her cooking. Cocoanut is 
quite high in-food value, containing 
much fat, some mineral salts and a 
small percentage of protein. 


A made dish with cocoanut is con- 


sequently a very nourishing food and 
the rest of the meal should be planned 
with this in mind. 
Cocoannt Salad 


One-half 
fresh 
cocoanut, 2 sour 


apples, 1 cup celer.v, 2 small onions, 
2 sweet green peppers, 1 tablespoon 
minced parsley, French dressing.

Grate 
cocoanut. 
Pare and chop 


apples. Chop celery. 
Mince onions. 


Remove seeds and white fiber from 
peppers and chop. Toss these ingred- 
ients -with parsley until well mixed. 
Pour over 4 tablespoons French dress-

Put in a covered >aowl and chill.

Pare and grate enough apples to make 
two cups. Sprinkle with lemon juice to 
prevent discoloration. Stir in sugar.
